NEW YORK, Nov. 3v.—An 
American tramp steamer was only 


six miles away from the steamer 
Vestris when it was listing heavily 
on the afternoon of Nov. 11 and 
was only 45 miles away two hours 
before the Vestris sank the next 
day, it was testified at the Federal 
hearing into the .Vestris disaster 
today. Despite its nearness, how- 
ever, the tramp steamer did not 
know of the Vestris’ need for as- 
sistance as it carried no wireless. 

George Frederick Harrison, first 
mate of the American tramp Mon- 
toso, was the witness who gave 
this information. He was put on

The tramp 
got under way a few minutes later 
and continued its course, unaware 
that the Vestris had sent out an 
SOS call two hours earlier, and 
that ships much farther away were 
rushing to the rescue. 

After the tramp’s first mate was 
excused United. States Attorney 
Tuttle, who is conducting the in- 
quiry, said that according to wire- 
less reports submitted by Capt. 
Luther Martin Overstreet of the 
battleship Wyoming, one of the 
rescue vessels, the Italian steam- 
er Giorgia Ohlson, was even near- 
er than the Montoso to the Ves- 
tris at the time of the distress 
call.

Ohlson, which did carry wireless, 
was only 35 miles from the Vestris 
at 10 o’clock, the morning of Nov.

The first position giv- 
en by the Vestris was wrong, how- 
ever, and the Giorgio Ohlson never 
did find the true position of the 
sinking ship.

This 
was interpreted as meaning that 
they desired as far as possible t* 
foresee what the next stages might 
be, 

A high authority at the Palace 
this afternoon said that the King 
was silghtly but distinctly better 
today, although at this stage cf 
the illness the possibility of a set- 
back could not be ignored com- 
pletely. The King has not yet 
reached the stage when it is pos- 
sible to say that he is on the high 
road to recovery without the dan- 
ger of a change for the worse. 


Making Good Progress. 


Physicians’ bulletins from the 
bedside of King George were gen- 
erally regarded today as indicating 
that he was making as good a pro- 
gress as possible at the present 
stage of his illness. Hope for re- 
covery was perhaps stronger than 
at any other time since it became 
known how serious the King’s con- 
dition was. 

The King, however, was regard- 
ed as not having turned the cor- 
ner yet, for it was recognized that 
the restoration of the tissues of 
the pleura to a healthy condition 
would be a matter of several days. 
What might be taken as a sign 
of the growing confidence of the 
public in the King’s improvement 
was the removal of the report of 
his illness from the leading col- 
umn by two morning papers. Their 
stories on the King, while still on 
the front page, were given some- 
what less space than before. 

Physicians’ Bulletin. 

The bulletin of the King's phy- 
sicians, Sir Stanley Jewitt and 
Lord Dawson of Penn, issued at 8 
Pp. m. yesterday, said: 

“The King had a quiet day with 
some sleep. Otherwise his con- 
dition remained unchanged.” 

The Lancet, a leading English 
medical journal, today said the 
return of high fever last Sunday 
inevitably ‘resulted in sleeplessness 
and discomfort and the public wus 
warned that a further spread of 
pleurisy might be -expecied, Up 
to the present, however, there had 
been no change while a certain 
amount of rest was enjoyed by the 
King and this was of great im- 
portance, 

Reading the bulletins as show- 
ing a reduction of infection, the 
paper concluded ‘‘at the same 
time it would be idle to pretend 
that an illness of this kind is not 
serious for a patient over 60."

His Books and His Home. 

Three of his books represent the 
study of many years, of the liter- 
ary history of St. Louis and Mis- 
souri, and of the Middle West. 
These are “Literature of the Loui- 
siana Territory,” published in the 
World’s Fair year, 1904; “A Cen- 
tury of Missouri Literature,” 1920; 
and “St.. Louis Book of Authors,” 
1924. In the second work, in de- 
fining the term, “Missouri Auth- 
or.” Dr. DeMenil said that mere 
birth or temporary residence in the 
state did not suffice; that a Mis- 
souri author is one of whom this 
state has more claim, as to en- 
vironment, than any other state.

“Our attention,” the grand jury 
in its final report, “was di- 
rected to alleged violations of the 
law involving lotteries and gift en- 
terprises. In one instance evidence 
was introduced regarding a trans- 
action in North St. Louis. 

“It seems that under the guise of 
being a ‘household show,’ ostensi- 
bly given under the auspices of a 
community association, tickets 
were sold throughout the city and 
elsewhere. These tickets were 
numbered and later prizes were 
distributed by lot to those holding 
the numbers drawn. 


Police Efforts Unavailing. 

“The prizes consisted in part of 
a bungalow advertised as worth 
over $20,000, automobiles, and 
other “valuable gifts.” This pro- 
ject is alleged to have‘ been con- 
ducted by a very few men, who 
are said to have realized thousands 
of dollars in profits. 

“Inquiry developed a strange 
situation. For though this is an 
annual affair, and has been oper- 
ating for several years, the efforts 
of the Police Department to stop 
it, have been unavailing. Legal 
obstructions in the way of adverse 
legal Opinions and temporary in- 


junctions have prevented effective | 


actfon. 

“In the limited time at our dis- 
posal, we were unable to develop 
sufficient evidence to warrant ac- 
tion. But ample revelations were 
made to warrant this grand jury 
in asking, and we do urgently re- 
quest and recommend that the next 
grand jury be instructed to investi- 
gate the matter from where this 
grand jury left off, and, if the evi- 
dence warrants, to censure in their 
report those responsible for the 
legal obstructions, and  further- 
more, to indict, if basis for that 
action appears.”’ 

For Law on Disabled Drivers. 

On the subject of automobile ac- 
cidents the grand jury remarked 
that one of the cases considered by 
it involved a fatality in which a 
driver suffering from a nervous or- 
der, had lost control of his ma- 
chine during an epileptic seizure. 

“With this deplorable fatality in 
mind,” the grand jury concluded, 
“this body would suggest that the 
next legislature erect in the form 
of statutory law, reasonable safe- 
guards minimizing the hazards of 
the public from the menace of au- 
tomobiles driven by disabled driv- 
ers, whether the disability is caused 
by physical or mental affliction.” 

The grand jury also devoted a 
portion of its investigation to 
bomb attacks perpetrated in con- 
nection with the activities of ex- 
tortionists, but reported that since 
the Police Department had not 
completed its investigation of the 
situation it was unable to take 
definite action.

$3000 for maintaining the Thomas 
F: Ryan scholarship at the Univer- 
sity of Vifginia. 

Ryan made numerous bequests 
to servants at his three residences 
in New York State and Virginia, 
and to employes who had helped 
him in the administration of his 
vast interesis. 

- Estate Divided Into 54 Parts. 

The testament, a document of 33 
typewritten pages, filed today, di- 
rected that the residuary estate be 
divided into 54 parts and distrib- 
uted as follows: 

(A) Twelve parts in trust for 
Glendenning J. Ryan, a son, who is 
to receive the income for life and 
upon his death the principal is to 
be divided among his children, 
who, however, are not to receive 
the principal until they reach the 
age of 30 years. 

(B) Twelve parts to John  B. 
Ryan, a son, with the same pro- 
vision about his children. 

(C) Five parts are to be divided 
by the trustees among the children 
of his deceased son, Joseph J. Ry- 
an 
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(D) Similar provision is made 
for the children of his deceased 
son William K. Ryan. 

(E) Eight parts are to be di- 
vided among the children of Allan 
A. Ryan. 

(F) Twelve parts to his widow, 
Mary T. Ryan. 

The trustees are directed to pay 
to Mrs. Ryan so much of the in- 
come of these 12 parts as are 
necessary to support her, The sur- 
plus is to be divided into 42 equal 
parts.

In an effort to make possible the 
assassin’s escape, several Albanian 
kinsman fired shots into the -air, 
adding to the panic. The Judge 
leaped from the bench and two 
jurymen, seeking to escape, fell 
headlong on the floor. One in- 
jured his shoulder, and the other 
was trampled by the terrorized 
spectators. 

Ordered to Kill Diplomat. 

The assazsin, who is 32 years old, 
opened ftre just as Bebe was relat- 
ing how and why he had assassi- 
nated Zena Bey. Bebe told the 
Court that he belonged to an Al- 
banian terrorist organization in 
Jugo-Slavia which ordered him to 
destroy Zena Bey under penalty of 
being shot himself if he failed to 
carr yout the otder.

Man Who Left City After 
Slaying Last April, Ar- 
rested as Suspect on Re- 
turn to St. Louis. 


John Giannola, brother of Vito 
Giannola, slain leader of a gang of 
Italian murderers and  extortion- 
ists, himself a former wealthy 
wholesale grocer, who has been ac- 
cused by police of being a member 
of the gang headed by his brother, ° 
told Chief of Detectives Kaiser to- 
day after eh had been arrested at 
Fourth and Washington avenue, 
that he had paid at least $100,000 
in extortion money to rival gangs- 
ters during the eight years he had 
dealt in groceries and illicit liquor 
in St. Louis. 

Giannola recently has been op- 
erating a fruit business in Alton. 
Ill. He was picked up by police 
on one of his infrequent visits to 
St. Louis today and is held as a4 
suspect in the murder of Charles 
Palmisano, Italian merchant, who 
was slain last April after refusing 
extortionists’ demands for $15,000. 

Gianneola alse said that a gang 
of extortionists on the Bast Side 
recently had made demands upon 
him for $10,000, threatening to 
kill him if he refused to place the 
money at the intersection of two 
roads near Alton. He has not com- 
plied with the demands, he said. 

Giannola, who left St. Louis per- 
manently after the Palmisano kill- 
ing, says that he is now a respect- 
ed citizen of Alton and offered the 
Alton police as witnesses to his 
good character. He says he be- 
longs to two civic clubs, and con- 
tributes $25 each year to the Po- 
lice Association of Alton.

players chosen were placed in po- 
sitions other than these which 
they had filled during the season. 
The team, chosen by coaches and 
offiicals of the league as the first 
official selection since the organiz- 
ation of the conference, gives three 
places each to McBride High, 
which finished third in the stand- 
ing, and Country Day, which tied 
with Western for the champion- 
ship. Western and St. Louis U. 
High were each awarded two posi- 
tions and Christian Brothers Col- 
lege one. 

Of the four men, three backs 
and one lineman, who were chosen 
for positions other than those they 
were accustomed to play, two, Weil 
of McBride and Smiley of West- 
ern, had occasionally filled in aft 
the posts for which they were 
picked, while the other two, Husch 
and Disbrow of Country Day, 
played at but one position through- 
out the season. 

Tupper Was Real Star. 


In the aggregate, the league this | 


year had better lines than back- 
fields, and this condition made the 
choice of the backs an easier task 
than the picking of the linemen. 
Country Day placed two of its big- 
Tupper at quarter- 
back and Husch at fullback. Tup- 
per was one of the best plung- 
efs in the league, gaining more 
ground through the center of the 
line than any ball-toter of the 
other elevens. In addition, he di- 
rected the team with smoothness 
and precision, and ran up _ the 
highest polnt total to take the 
seoring honors of the leacue. 
Husch was chosen for fullback but 
playéd at half during the season. 
He was a clever broken field run- 
ner. - Against St. Louis U. High, 
in the contest which decided the 
championship, he got loose for a 
65-yard sprint to win the game. 

The other two backs also merit- 
ed their positions. Weil, though 
usually playing fullback, did fill ir. 
at half at various times and was 
formidable in either position, while 
Smiley ran nicely at both quarter- 
back and halfback. Both are light 
and fast. 

The choosing of the line present- 
ed a difficult problem with several 
g00d men for each position. Voll- 
mer of St. Louis and Derris of 
Western were about even in 
balloting, Vollmer excelling on de- 
fense and Derris doing best on of- 
fense, but the post was given ‘o 
the latter on the basis of his more 
consistent showing.

Sme@aring most of the plays that 
came through his side of the line. 
Both were captains of their re- 
spective teams. Brash of Western 
Was given honorable mention. 

At the ends, Spehr was a unani- 
mous choice, because of his good 
defensive play and his puntins. 
The McBride ace was conceded to 
be the best kicker in the league, 
averaging close to 49 yards. At the 
Other side of the line, several rood 
men were available, amang them 
McDermott of St. Louis, Andros of 
Western and Drier of C. B. C. The 
C. B. C. star won out. 

The eleven as chosen would be a 
formidable one, with plenty of 
®peed in the backfield and a line 
that would charge well and prove a 
strong defensive unit.

Marketing hints 
on oranges 


Real value in oranges, as you have 
probably found out before this, 
means one thing if you are buying 
the fruit in order to use the juice, 
and something entirely different if 
you intend to use the fruit for salad. 
There are several main points to be 
kept in mind when purchasing 
oranges. You may find the following 
brief summary of them helpful. 

Small. oranges are cheaper than 
large ones and have as much juice. 
Buy them if it’s the juice you want. 
For salad and breakfast fruits, 
medium-size oranges are a better 
buy. 

Oranges with thick skins and firm 
‘pulp last longer in the ice box. This 
variety is generally preferred for 
salad because the pulp is so easily 
removed from the separating meme 
branes. The thin-skinned oranges, 
however, are usually sweeter and 
juicier.
